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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's Request for Continued Examination and 
IDS filed 12/12/03. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance under 25 USPQ 74, 
453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/12/03 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4, 5, 10 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Homebest Premium Baby Wipes (Homebest). 

Homebest discloses a pop-up dispensing system comprising a container having 
a plurality of wipes (figures 1, 3, 5, 7 & 8). The wipes are pre-moistened and being 
stacked in a z-fold pattern (figures 5, 6 and 8-10). The wipe having interfold panel such 
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as, first panel is approximately 9-10 cm, second panel is from about 5-6 cm, and the 
third panel is from about 4-5 cm (figure 1 (lines 3-5) & figure 11). The ingredients for 
the wipes are disclosed in figure 6. It is noted that Homebest does not disclose the 
concentration of the ingredients, as well as the claimed length of the first panel in 2-7 
cm. However, generally, differences in size or concentration or temperature will not 
support the patentability of subject matter encompassed by the prior art unless there is 
evidence indicating such concentration or temperature is critical. "[W]here the general 
conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the 
optimum or workable ranges by routine experimentation." In re Alter, 220 F.2d 454, 
456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955). Applicant desires a dispensing system that 
provides ease of dispensation (page 4, lines 8-10). Homebest discloses the same z- 
fold interleave wipes in the same dispensing system for the same purpose, namely, the 
dispensing system lets you easily get a wipe with one hand while safely hold your baby 
with the other (figure 6). There're no unexpected and/or unusual results have been 
showed to establish criticality in the length of the first panel of the claimed invention 
over that of Homebest. Accordingly, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill 
in the art to modify the length of the first panel with the expectation of providing a 
dispensing system that is easily accessible with one hand. With regarding to the 
concentration of the ingredients, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in 
the art to, by routine experimentation optimizing the concentration of the ingredients 
with the expectation of at least similar result, because Homebest discloses a similar 
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baby wipe composition, e.g., a soft and strong wipe that is gentle against baby's skin 
and offers superior performance (figure 6). 

Claims Allowable 

Claims 2, 3, 11-13, 15 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
